To the (Jeneral Assejubly of the Comiuonwealth of Pennsylvania:

Gentlemen: As reqnired by the Act of Assembly, we submit here- 
with the Annual Report of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commission 
having charge of the proper conduct of the schools, authorized and 
established by the laws of the Commonwealth, for the year ending 
May 31st, 1918. 

This marks the close of the fifty-fourth year of the existence of 
these schools, and the tAventy-ninth year of their management by the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commission, under the provisions of the 
Act of Assembly, approved May 25th, 1880, and its supplements. 

The year just closed has been one of considerable ^anxiety to the 
member's of the Commission, owing to the fact that an epidemic of 
contagious diseases, embracing small-pox, measles, diphtheria, 
chicken-pox and pneumonia, swept through the school, from which 
all recovered but two, and they were already diseased; and also to 
the great increase in the price of everything that goes toward the 
maintenance of the pupils. The report of the expenditures shows a 
gradually increasing scale of prices, and proves that the appropria- 
tion for the current two years ending June 1st, 1910, will be ex- 
hausted long before that period. 

It gives us great pleasure to report the high standing of the school 
that has been maintained during the past year, and in all its de- 
])artments, industrial, commercial, literary and military — a high 
state of efficiency was reached, and the graduating class was a great 
credit to the management and the instructors.

The military instructions given the pupils at the school fitted them 
to enter the United States Service in the World's War, and there is 
inscribed on the Koll of Honor one hundred and fifty-two names, 
including one woman, who graduated at the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, 
and there are perhaps others who have been lost sight of. 

The reports of the Superintendent, the Principal, the Physician and 
other officers is appended, and give details in their several depart 
ments. 

A list^of all the pupils is appended, in which the names and military 
service of their fathers is included ; also tabulated statements of all 
receipts and expenditures, and such other information as will be of 
interest to your Honorable Body, including copies of all laws govern- 
ing the management of the school, and your Commission earnestly 
invites evei'^^ member of the General Assembly, every Grand Army 
man, the Press and Clergy, as well as every citizen of the State to 
visit the school, and see the good work and the splendid results 
achieved. The school is always ready for inspection.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 



Scotland, Pa., June 30tli, 1018. 
('ommission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, Harrisbiirg, Pa. 

Gentlemen: 1 have the honor to submit herewith the twentv-third 
* annual report of the Soldiers' Orphan Industrial School, Scotland, 
Penn'a. 

At the beginning of the school year, July 1st, 1917, there were three 
hundred and twenty -four pupils on the roll; during the year there 
were admitted thirt}', discharged sixty-live, and two deaths, leaving 
at present on the school roll two hundred and eighty-seven pupils. 

As to the health of the children, the year will long be remembered 
bv everyone connected with the school. In addition to the usual 
ailments sure to come among three hundred children, we were very 
unfortunate. P^arlv in the fall of 11)17 a case of ^Measles was dis- 
covered, and that was followed by others, resulting in an epidemic, 
not onl}' of Measles, but Scarlet Fever, Chicken Pox, Pneumonia, 
Diphtheria, and finally Small Pox. This ' retarded the work and 
l)rogress considerably in both the school and industrial departments, 
and was the cause of extra expense to the school. We were com- 
pelled to employ temporarily three extra nurses, but with all that 
Ave came through with only one death. For details, see report of 
the School Physician, Dr. Joseph P. Maclay. 

The buildings and property are in a fair condition, no repairs ex- 
cept those absolutely necessary being made during the year. The 
increased cost of labor and material made it necessary that we keep 
our repair expense down to the minimum, doing practically all the 
.rei)airing with our own regular employes. 

In addition to the customary display of fireworks on the evening 
of July 4th, the children who remained at the school during vacation 
were amused in various ways, including several picture shows, and 
1 feel safe in stating that the children who remained at the school 
enjoyed their vacation as much as those who went away. 

There have been several changes in the employes during the year. 
J. Zell Brabson resigned before the opening of the school, and Robert 
1). Maclay was appointed to succeed him as a teacher. Clarence 
Robinson, Instructor in Stenography and Typewriting, also resigned, 
and not being successful in finding a suitable instructor for those 
branches, Sherman Cross, the most advanced pupil, was placed in 
charge and carried the work along until he was discharged from the 
school, having reached the age of eighteen years April 20th, 1918, at 
which time he was regularly appointed to the position. George 
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Fuller, the night engineer, resigned in March, 1918, and H. E. 
Wingert was appointed to the position. Phil M. Johnson, the 
Assistant Military Instructor, resigned in May, 1918, having been 
drafted for service in the United {States Army. Virgil H. Sweet, a 
graduate of the school, was appointed to fill this position. All the 
new appointees are giving satisfaction in their respective positions. 

Memorial Day, 1918 was observed as usual, and in accordance 
with the custom of the Grand Army of the Republic, the following 
cemeteries were visited in the morning, and flowers placed on all 
the soldiers' graves and "Taps" sounded: — Mountain Green, White 
Church, Witmers, Brindles, Lutheran and Methodist at Green Village. 
In the afternoon the Band and Boys' Battalion went -to Chambersburg 
and joined Housum Post, G. A. R. in their ceremony. In the even- 
ing, on account of rain, we were compelled to abandon our customary 
exercises in the Scotland Cemetery, and held same ill the Auditorium. 
The program was carried out the same as if we had gone to the 
Cemetery, there being appropriate music by the school and an ad- 
dress by the Rev. W. F. Shriner of Waynesboro, which was very 
ably delivered and far above the average on such, an occasion. 

The annual commencement exercises held June 25tli, 1918 were 
witnessed by si large number of visitors, including the mend)ers of 
the Commission, Housum Post, G. A. R. of (Chambersburg in a body, 
and members of the Grand Army of the Republic not only from this 
locality, but many, other parts of the State. The entire school, and 
as many visitors as could be accommodated, assembled in the Audi- 
torium at ten A. M. for the graduating exercises. A class of fourteen 
pupils received their diplomas, same being presented to them by Hon. 
John W. Hoke in a very eloquent address. The campus exercises 
started promptly at one thirty P" M. First in order was the inspec- 
tion of the Boys' Battalion by the members of the Commission, mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic and moire than the usual 
number of men interested in military affairs including several Army 
Officers from the Camp at Gettysburg. The balance of the program 
followed, which included Indian Club swinging. Free Calisthenics and 
Dumb Bell exercises by both boys and girls, closing the afternoon 
exercises at live P. M. by Dress Parade. The entire school and 
visitors again assembled in the Auditorium at eight P. M. for the 
evening exercises. The program as arranged included music by the 
school, Girls' Choir, Pupils' Orchestra, Solos, Duets, and Declama- 
tions, closing at ten thirty P. M. by everyone joining in the Star 
Spangled Banner, thus closing for the school another successful 
year. 

The Band and Orchestra have been giving a good account of them- 
selves during the year, furnishing music for all the drills and enter- 
tainments, and on many occasions furnished music for patriotic 
demonstrations in the cities and towns in this section of the countrv. 
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For detailed reports of the Educational, Military and Commercial 
Department, 1 would respectfully refer you to the reports of W. C. 
Bambrick, Assistant Superintendent and Principal. Pupils have 
been assigned to the industries the same as for the past several 
years. 

In closing this report, permit me to call your attention to the 
increased cost of all material and supplies, including labor, required 
for the proper maintenance of the school. This condition is getting 
worse each day, and I find it impossible to keep the school going 
with the same expenditure of money as in the past.

Dear Sir: 1 herewith submit the twenty -third annual report of 
the Educational, Military, and Commercial Departments. The pupils 
returned promptly' from the 1917 vacation and entered upon the years 
work with earnestness. Mr. J. Zell Brabson, who had successfully 
taught the higher grades during the year 1916-17 resigned to enter 
the army service. Miss Daisy Grimes for many years teacher of the 
Grammar School grades took up his work and produced very satis- 
factory results.. Mr. Robert D» Maclay a graduate of the Cumberland 
Valley State Normal School was. employed to fill the vacancy caused 
by the loss of Mr. Brabson. Both teachers and pupils seemed to feel 
the inspiration of a general speeding up and much excellent work 
has resulted from the active spirit of war times. In the midst of 
the years work an epidemic of measles along with other contagion 
threatened to nullify the progress of all classes, but industry and 
patience on the part of both teachers and pupils made the year one of 
advancement and profit. The Curtin Literary Society continues to 
be a factor in giving a wider training to members of the advanced 
grades. Many pupils display an aptitude for research and study of 
important questions that would do credit to those of maturer years. 

Evening worship has been a part of each days program. Sabbath 
school work adapted to each particular grade was continued without 
interruption during the year. Rev. W. A. Dickson preached in the 
school auditorium on each alternate sabbath. 

On Sunday June 23rd, Rev. J. Howard Ake, pastor of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church of Chambersburg, preached a highly interesting 
and instructive baccalaureate sermon. 

On June 25th a class of ten boys and four girls was graduated. 
Hon. Joljn W. Hoke delivered a most entertaining, instructive and 
scholarly address. 
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It is gratifying to learn that almost every member of the graduating 
class secured lucrative employment within one week after leaving 
school. 

COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT. 

Owing to the fact that no instructor could be secured, no new 
classes were started in this department. Sherman Cross the most 
advanced pupil was placed in charge of classes already organized 
and they did g6od work under his instruction. 

On April 20th Mr. Cross became the regular instructor of the 
department and finished up a creditable years work. 

MILITARY AND PHYSICAL CULTURE DEPARTMENT. 

The incentive of training camps over the country has added interest 
to all drills and the value of this department grows more apparent 
each day. There is no longer an}^ doubt of the necessity of drills 
for both sexes and our girls' classes are living examples of the sue- 
cess of this training system. 

Major Johnson, who has for more than a decade rendered valuable 
service in the training and development of the boys' battalion, enters 
the U. S. service and Virgil Sweet, one of the boys trained in the 
S. O. I. S. is entering upon his work here. 

We take pride in the fact that over 160 recent graduates of the 
school are now in the country's service. Many of them are winning 
rapid promotions and all are serving loyally. At least two have 
been cited for exceptional bravery by the French Government. 

Up to July 1st we have knowledge of three of our girl graduates 
in the U. S. service, Emma Kerby and Anna Hoover as Red Cross 
nurses and Mrs. Harriet Hoadley McDermott as yoeman in the Naval 
Reserves Radio Service. 

Outdoor sports are encouraged and directed. Good results in 
contentment, health and efficiency are apparent. 

Of all our pupilsj who have applied for Military service we have no 
record of a single one being rejected as physically unfit. 

T feel that all the children under the care of the S. O. School 
(Commission have made satisfactory' progress toward productive 
citizenship, thu^ fulfilling the fundamental purpose of the institution.

Dear Sir: 1 have the honor to herewith submit the annual report 
of the Medical Department for the year just ended. 

During the winter months we had the usual number of cases of 
la-Grippe and tonsillitis, but all were mild and made good recoYeries. 
During the past year we had an unusual number of contagious dis- 
eases as follows: 

Measles, 125 

Scarlet fever, 12 

Chicken pox, 35 

^ Pneumonia, 5 

1 )iphtheria, 1 

Small pox, .^ 2 

Am glad to state all made good recoveries with one exception, 
Kuth Fox, who died on February 23, 1918, following an operation 
with abscess of the lung, a complication of? Pneumonia. 

All the children and employes were vaccinated, and those that did 
not take successfully were re-vaccinated. 

The school was under strict quarantine for eighteen days during 
our epidemic of Small Pox, and extra nurses were secured to help 
during this period. 

Several cases of fracture of forearm occurred during the year, but 
all recovered in the usual time, with no complications. Also had a 
number of sprains and minor ills and injuries during the past year. 

At present there is only one patient in the hospital under treat- 
ment for fracture of the forearm. 

In closing my report, I wish to thank you and associates for the 
hearty co-operation and assistance rendered.

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LAWS REGULATING SCHOOLS. 



ACT OF 1867. 



To provide for the continuance of the education and maintenance 
of the destitute ori)hans of the deceased soldiers and sailors and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers and sailors 
of the State. 

Whereas, Several considerable appro})riations have been expended, 
for the proper education and maintenance of the destitute children 
of the men of Penns} Ivania, who died in defense of the Union during 
the late Kebellion; 

And whereas, It is incumbent upon the State to continue this pro- 
vision for those children w ho are now hers ; 

And whereas, The experience thus far acquired in the perform- 
ance of this duty, now enables the Legislature to regulate, by statute, 
the largely discretionary powers heretofore exercised in the premises ; 
therefore. 

Section 1. He it enacted, &c., That the Oovernor of this Common- 
wealth is hereby authorized and required to appoint by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, for three years, from and after the date of said appoint- 
ment, to be subject to removal for cause, as other officers appointed 
in like manner, are now, whose office shall be at Harrisburg, whose 
salary shall be the same as that of the State Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, and necessary traveling expenses, and who shall give 
bonds, with three sureties, to be approved by the Auditor General, 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of his 
duties; the superintendent shall have power to appoint one clerk 
and the Governor one nmle inspector and examiner, and one female 
assistant, each at a salary not exceeding one hundred dollars per 
month, and necessary traveling expenses, to inspect and examine the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools hereinafter provided for: Provided, That 
said superintendent shall not, during the period of his superintend- 
ency, have any peculiary interest in au}- of the said orphans' schools. 

Section 2. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans is 
hereby authorized and empowered to contract with the trustees, pro- 
]>rietors, or principals of institutions now employed as soldiers' or- 
phans' homes and schools, possessing such good and sufficient accom- 
modations as said superintendent nmy approve, and of such other like 
institutions as may be necessary for the proper care, and main- 
tenance and education, at the expense of the State, and until the age 
of sixteen years of the destitute orphan children of all such deceased 
mother be dead, or has abandoned such orphans, but all applications 
must be approved by the board of school directors, controllers, or 
.superintending committee of the district, ward, or city in which the 
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mother resides, if she makes the application, cr in whi('l\ the orplian., 
reside, in other eases, and the superintendent may acquiie s ich 
other certificate, from superintending committee, which committee 
shall be appointed and hold office at the discretion of the sui^erir- 
tendent, and by and with the consent of the (lovernor, or from such 
other source as he may deem necessary. 

Section 6. That the said superintendent be and is hereby author- 
i^d and directed to procure a school or schools or home or homes 
for the children of the colored soldiers and sailors who fell in the 
recent Rebellion, subject to the same regulations and restrictions 
provided in relation to the education and maintenance of the or- 
phans of our white soldiers and sailors: Provided, That when he 
may deem it expedient to do so, the said superintendent may waive 
the restriction in regard to number and acres and extent of accom- 
modation in the case of schools or homes for colored orphans. 

Section 7. That all contracts made by said superintendent shall 
be characterized alike by a wise economy and a ^'ust regard for ser- 
vices rendered, and that no contract shall be made for a longer 
period than one year, nmess with the sanction of the Governor, and 
in cases in which it is clearlv the interest of the State to contract 
for a longer period, such period in no case, however, to exceed five 
years: Provided, That all the contracts made under this act may 
be annulled at anv time for failure to fulfill the conditions of such 
contract shall be made upon the condition of the continuance of 
said soldiers' orphan schools by the Legislature of the State. 

Section 8. That the said superintendent may, with the consent 
of the Governor, afford partial relief in kind, not exceeding thirty dol- 
lars per annum for each orphan, in case where, in his judgment, it 
is proper to suffer the orphans to remain with their surviving parents 
or relatives, or guardians, and to receive instruction in the public 
schools of the Commonwealth. 

Section 9. That all bids for the maintenance and education of the 
soldiers' orphans shall be paid quarterly, by warrant drawn directly 
upon the State Treasurer, signed by the Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, who shall file a receipted bill for the same in the Auditor 
General's office before issuing the next quarterly warrant, which the 
State Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay until such receipted bill 
is thus filed: Provided, That all amounts appropriated for the pur- 
chase of clothing, and the payment of partial relief, salaries and 
incidental expenses, may be drawn by the State Superintendent of 
Soldiers' Orphans, upon the warrants of the Governor, and the bills 
for the same settled semi-annuallv, at the Auditor General's office, 
in the usual manner. 

Section 10. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall 
require monthly, quarterlj'^ and annual reports, according to such 
form as he shall prescribe, from each institution receiving soldiers' 
orphans at the expense of the State; and that said Superintendent 
shall, not later than the first day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven and annually thereafter, make a detailed 
report to the Governor of this Commonwealth, of all the soldiers' 
orphans under his charge, their condition and progress, the nr-^ber 
of each respective age, from four to sixteen years, and such other 
information as he may deem expedient, together with the statement 
of receipts and disbursements by item, and estimates for ensuing 
vear. 
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Section 11. That when any of said orphans shall have arrived at 
the agie of sixteen, or sooner, if deemed expedient, said superin- 
tendent shall, at the written request of said orphan, and of his or her 
mother, guardian, or next friend, put or bind him or her out of such 
trade and employment, and to such master or mistress, or employer, 
as shall thus be requested, and for such terms as shall expire, if a 
male, at or before the age of. twenty-one, and if a female, at or be- 
fore the age of eighteen yeai*s ; in which indenture or apprenticeship, 
there shall be included such covenants for the future education of the 
orphan as said superintendent may prescribe; and such apprentice- 
ship shall be in all other respects, not herein provided for, subject 
to the pi*ovisions of the act of Assembly relating to the masters and 
apprentices, and the supplements thereto. 

Section 12. That upon the arrival at the age of sixteen years, each 
of said orphans who shall not desire to be apprenticed to a trade or 
employment, shall be restored to the mother, guardian, or next 
friend, with a full outfit of clothes, and a certiffcate signed by the 
superintendent and the principal of the proper school, showing his or 
her moral standing, and literary and industrial attainments and 
qualifications. 

Section 13. That the j^ear, for all operations under this act, shall 
begin on the first Monday of June in each year, and end on the day 
preceding the first Monday of June of the next succeeding; and all 
appropriations, hereafter made, shall be f >r the year, as herein de- 
termined, and made in like manner, and at the same tiine, as ap- 
propriations are now made for the general expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

Section 14. That all acts or parts of acts, heretofore passed, and 
inconsistent with this act, be and the same are hereby reuealed. 



ACT OF 1889. 

To provide for the continuance of the education and maintenance of 
the destitute orphans of deceased soldiers, sailors and marine and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the State. 

Whereas, On the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety, as appears from the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, there will be left under the care of the State and 
undergoing education in the soldiers' orphans' schools, about fifteen 
hundred and forty-nine children whose ages will range at the date 
from five to sixteen years. 

And whereas. The greater number of these children have no homes 
and no person to maintain and educate them, and the people of the 
Commonwealth are desirous that they shall be maintained at the 
public expense; therefore. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.. That the Governor and five members 
of the General Assembly, consisting of two Senators and three mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, who shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
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respectively, together with a committee of live hom)rabl3' dischargeil 
soldiers, members of the Grand Army of the Republic, be and the 
same are hereby constituted a Commission, who shall have power 
and authority vested in them under this act, from June first, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, to take charge of all chil- 
dren then in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or other institutions em- 
ployed as Soldiers' Orphan Homes and Schools. 

Section 2. That the Governor, the Senatons and Members of the 
House of Representatives appointed on such commission, shall be 
members thereof until the third Wednesday in January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-one, when their successors shall be 
named by the presiding officer as aforesaid of the respective branches 
of the Legislature, and they shall continue as members of the com- 
mission for the term of two years thereafter, and the successors shall 
be appointed in the same manner and continued their membership 
for the same term. The committee of honorably discharged soldiers 
shall be appointed by the Department Commander of the Department 
of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, and shall continue 
in office during the pleasure of said Department Commander. In 
case of a vacanc}^ in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commission by 
death of any cause, the appointing power provided for shall Jiave 
power to fill vacancies for the unexpired term. 

Section 3. That no compensation shall be allowed any members of 
the said commission, save their actual expenses, and no member of 
the commission shall be interested or concerned, financially, in any 
institittion or school having charge of maintenance of said children. 
A suitable office at Harrisburg for the use of the commission, shall 
be provided by the Commonwealth. 

Section 4. That the said commission shall elect from their own 
number, a president and secretar^^, and shall have power to appoint 
on^male inspector and one female inspector, at a maximum salary 
for both, which shall not exceed twenty-eight hundred dollars and 
traveling expenses not to exceed four hundred dollars each per an- 
num ; one chief clerk and one assistant clerk, at a maximum salary for 
both not exceeding thirty-two hundred dollars, said salaries and num 
ber of clerks to be reduced from time to time as may be found ex- 
pedient. 

Section 5. That the said Soldiers' Orphans' Commission is hereby 
authorized and empowered to rent such buildings as may be neces- 
sary for the accommodation of the aforesaid orphans, and to appoint 
all officers, teachers and employes that may be found necessary for 
the proper care, maintenance and education at the expense of the 
State, and until the age of sixteen years, of the soldiers' children 
now in the several soldiers, orphan schools in the Commonwealth, 
under the provisions of the act approved the ninth day of April, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty -seven, and its supplements: Pro- 
vided, That the authority hereby given to rent property shall not 
empower the commission to pay an annual rental that shall exceed 
six per centum of cash value thereof, to be determined by three 
appraisers, one appointed on the part of the commission, and one 
by the owner or owners of the property, and the two selected shall 
choose a third: Provided further, That the said Soldiers' Orphan 
Commission shall not contract in any case with any individual, or 
firm, or partnership, or syndicate, for the care and maintenance of 
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said soldiers' children, except for temporary care during the re- 
organization provided for in this act, for a period not exceeding six 
months from the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-nine: And provided still further, That nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prevent the said Soldiers' Orphans Commission, 
at their discretion, from placing such children as boarding pupils in 
the Pennsylvania State College, the State Nonnal Schools, or in 
chartered orphanages or homes for friendless children not conducted 
for profit, and paying to such colleges. Normal Schools, or charitable 
institutions, for the maintenance, clothing and education of such 
soldiers' children a sum not exceeding annually one hundred and 
forty dollars per capita. 

Section 6. That the Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall have power 
to make and prescribe rules and regulations for the government of 
institutions receiving soldiers' orphans, specify the character and 
quantity of food and clothing that shall be furnished and which shall 
be similar for all institutions of the same kind in the State, and de- 
cide upon the course of stud}'^ to be pursue<l, which course shall em- 
brace at least the usual branches of a good common school education, 
together with instructions in vocal music, military tactics, where 
practicable, and calisthenics, and the greatest variety possible, of 
household pursuits and mechanical and agricultural employments 
consistent with the respective sexes and ages of the said orphan chil- 
dren' ajid their school room studies, and such rules as they deem 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. That all contracts for supplies, made under this act, 
may be annulled at any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of 
such contracts on the part of any contractor, of which failure the 
commission shall be judges. 

Section 8. That all bills incurred shall be certified by the presi- 
dtmt and secretary of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools 
and paid quarterly by warrant drawn directly upon the State Treas- 
urer by the Auditor General. *- 

Section 9. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall not 
later than the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, and annually thereafter, make a detailed report 
to the Legislature of the Commonwealth of all the soldiers' orphans 
under their charge, their condition and progress, the number of each 
respective age from five to sixteen years, and such other information 
as they may deem expedient together with the statement of receipts 
and disbursements, by items, and estimates for the ensuing year. 

Section 10. That upon the arrival at the age of sixteen years, each 
of said orphans shall be restored to his or her father, morther, guard- 
ian or next friend, with a full outfit of clothes and a certificate, signed 
by the principal of the proper school in which such orphan has been 
maintained and educated, showing his or her moral standing and 
literary or industrial attainments and qualifications. 

Section 11. That the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the first day of June of each year, and end on the thirty-first 
day of May of the year preceding. 

Section 12. The Legislature shall make necessary appropriation 
for contingent and traveling expenses of the Commission, and for 
the education and maintenance, including clothing, of each orphan 
or destitute child of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors or marines 
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under the care of the said commission, the sum of one hundred and 
forty dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Section 13. That ail moneys remaining to the credit of Depart- 
ment of soldiers' orphan schools upon the first day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, shall be placed to the credit 
of the commission created by this act. 

Section 14. That all acts or parts of acts and supplements thereto, 
heretofore passed, which are inconsistent with this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 18dX 

Providing for the erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' 
Industrial School, the purchase of land and the erection and equip- 
ment of the building and buildings necessary therefor, making ap- 
propriation for such purposes, erection, and equipment and the 
maintenance of children admitted therein, placing the care of the 
same in the commission now known as the Commission of Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulat- ^ 
ing the admission to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' 
Industrial School and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That there shall be erected at some 
point within the State, easily accessible, a building or buildings, to 
be known as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

Section 2. That the commission now in charge of the soldiers' 
orphan schools, are empowered to purchase not more than one hun- 
dred acres of ground, the title of which shall be vested in the Com- 
monwealth, and to erect buildings thereon, equipping the same with 
shops, tools, etc., for industrial training as well as for the educa- 
tional course, and for the maintenance of the soldiers' orphans, first 
taking security for the faithful performance of all contracts, and 
for the completion of the building and buildings in a substantial 
good and workmanlike manner. 

Section 3. The said commission, as now constituted, shall con- 
tinue until the third Wednesday in Januarj^ one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-seven, at which time there shall be appointed 
by the President pro tempore of the Senate, two members thereof, 
and by the Speaker of the House, three members thereof, to serve 
for two years, and the Commander of the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania, Grand Army of the Republic, shall then recommend to the 
Governor, five honorably discharged soldiers for the appointment, 
who, if appointed by the Governor, shall be appointed to serve for 
two years. The Governor shall be a member ex-officio of the said 
commission. At the expiration of the said terms of the said ap- 
pointee their successors shall be appointed in like manner and for 
like term. Vacancies occurring in the membership of the said com- 
mission shall be filled by the appointing powers as above set forth. 

Section 4. The said commission shall elect from their own num- 
ber, a president, secretary, financial secretary and treasurer, and 
shall employ all necessary clerks, teachers and employes necessary 
for the proper conduct and care of the schools. 
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Section 5. The said comiiiission sliall have full power to continue 
the soldiers' orphan schools^ as now constitute, or, if necessary, 
change either, any or all of them, to other localities, until such time 
or times as the Tennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
shall be completed or sufficiently advanced to accommodate said 
orphans, when the commission shall close all of the said soldiers' 
orphan schools. 

Section 6. The said commission, under such rules and forms of 
applications as it nmy adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to 
admit to said soldiers' orphan schools, or to the Pennsylvania Sol- 
diers' Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans, of parents resi- 
dents of this State, for a continuous period of not less than five years 
prior to their api)lication, who shall be under fourteen years of age, 
to be educated and maintained therein until they shall severall}^ be- 
come sixteen years of age, unless sooner discharged for cause by 
order of the commission. 

Section 7. Preference in admission shall be as follow^s: 

First — Full orphans, the children of honorably discharged sol- 
diers, sailors or marines who served in the war for the suppression 
of the rebellion, and were members of Pennsylvania commands, or, 
having served in the connnands of other States, or of the United 
States, were residents of Pennsvlvania at the time of enlistment.

Second — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines as above, whose father may be deceased and mother living. 

Third — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines, as above, whose parents may either, or both, be permanently 
disabled. 

Section 8. In order that the benefits of industrial training may be 
given to the children now in its soldiers' orphan schools, and who 
may arrive at the age to be discharged at or about the time of the 
opening of the said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, the said 
commission is hereby empower*ed to extend the time of the discharge 
of such children, who may be fifteen and sixteen years of age, for 
the space of two years additional. 

Section 9. The per capita rate of the appropriation for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of the children admitted in the Pennsvlvania 
Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 10. No compensation shall be allowed any member of the 
said commission, except such reasonable expenses as they may incur 
in the performance of their duties, and no member of said commis- 
sion shall be directl}^ or indirectly interested, financially, in any 
school under care of said commission, or in the education and main- 
tenance of said soldiers' orphans, nor in furnishing supplies to or for 
the same, nor in the purchase of lands, erection of buildings or equip- 
ment of the same. 

Section 11. The said commission shall, on or before the third 
Wednesday of January in each year, present to the Legislature, 
under oath, a detailed report of the financial transaction of the pre- 
ceding year, setting forth in detail the amount of any moneys or 
other property received on account of such Pennsylvania Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, and an itemized statement of the dis- 
bursements thereof. 
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Section 12. That the j'ear^ for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the first day of Juiie in each year, and end on the thirty - 
first day of May of the year then next succeeding. 

Section 13. To carry out the provisions of this act the following 
sums of money are hereby specifically appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, wich sums shall be 
paid to the treasurer of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, 
who shall first be required to give bond in the sum to be named by 
the said commission, with security for the proper application of such 
moneys. 

First — For the establishing, building, furnishing and fitting up of 
said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, as herein- 
before provided, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Second — For the education and maintenance of the children, ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four, 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Third — For the education and maintenance of the children ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Fourth — For the expenses of the commission, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the sum of three thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may 
b^ necessary. 

Section 14. All money to be paid on the warrant of the Auditor 
General, drawn on the State Treasurer upon requisition, approved 
and certified by the said commission. 

Section 15. Any balance remaining unexpended for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-four shall be available for the 
year one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, in addition to the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars herein appropriated for that year. 

Section 16. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act shall be and the same are hereby repealed.

Entitled an act to extend the benefits of the Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School, and the Soldiers Orphan Schools, to the children 
of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Span- 
ish-American war. . 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.. That the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphans Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, under such rules and 
forms of application as it may adopt, shail and is hereby authorized 
and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Indus- 
trial School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphans of honorably 
discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Spanish-American 
war, subject to present laws governing the control of said schools. 
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AN ACT 

To amend section six of an act, entitled "An act providing for the 
erection of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School ; 
the purchase of land and the erection and equipment of the build- 
ing and buildings necessary therefor; making appropriations for 
such purposes as erection and equipment, and the maintenance of 
the children admitted therein, placing the care of the same in the 
commission now known as the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan 
Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulating the admis- 
sion ofi'the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools," approved the twentj^- 
seventh day of May, Anno Domini one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-three: Provided, That in certain cases pupils may remain 
at the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School after attaining the age 
of sixteen years.

Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans of parents residents of 
this State for a continuous period of not less than five years prior 
to^their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age to be 
educated and maintained therein until they shall severally become 
sixteen years of age, unless sooner discharged for cause by order of 
the commission," be amended to read as follows: 

Section 6. The said commission, under such rules and forms of 
applications as it may adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to ad- 
mit to said soldiers' orphan school, or to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, soldiers' orphans of parents residents of 
this State for a continuous period of not less than five years prior 
to their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age to be 
educated and maintained therein until they shall severally become 
sixteen years of age, unless sooner discharged for cause by order of 
the commission. 

Provided, That in the case of pupils at the Soldiers' Orphans' In- 
dustrial School reaching the age of sixteen between the first day of 
January in any year and the thirtieth day of June of the same year, 
the said pupil may, at the discretion of the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan School, remain at the school until the thirtieth day of June 
following the date at which he or she may reach the age of sixteen. 

Provided further, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with be and the same are hereby repealed.

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AN ACT 

To extend the benefits of the Soldiers' Orphan Industrial Schools to 
the children of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines 
of the Philippine war. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Commission of Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, under su^h rules and 
forms of application as it may adopt, shall and is hereby authorized 
and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphan Indus- 
trial School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphan or destitute 
children of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of 
the Philippine war; subject to the present laws governing the con- 
trol of the schools. 
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
